TEXAS, 

Texas  was,  perhaps  the  most  for¬ 
tunate  of  the  Confederate  States.  Her 
territory  was  not  a  battleground  and 
was  free  from  the  devastating  invasion 
that  laid  waste  to  much  of  the  South. 
That  part  of  her  population  which 
was  not  in  the  armies  was  free,  there¬ 
fore,  to  follow  agriculture  and  manu¬ 
facturing  trades  unmolested.  Likewise, 
during  the  Reconstruction  period 
after  the  wars,  the  recovery  was  not 
as  immense  or  as  difficult. 

Despite  the  opposition  of  Gover¬ 
nor  Sam  Houston,  Texas  secession¬ 
ist  leaders  called  the  Secession  Con¬ 
vention  which  passed  an  ordinance  to 
secede  which  was  then  ratified  by 
popular  vote  on  February  23,  1861. 
Houston  refused  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  Confederacy  and 
was  replaced  hv  the  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor.  Edward  Clark.  Probably  one 
third  of  the  population  at  that  time 
opposed  secession  but  the  majority 
gave  their  support  to  the  Confederate 
cause  and  approximately  60,000  sold¬ 
iers  from  Texas  served  in  the  Con¬ 
federate  Army. 

Texas  went  into  the  Confederacy 
some  $817,800  in  debt;  at  the  close

of  the  war  the  outstanding  warrants 
amounted  to  $2,068,997.90  and  bonds 
and  other  liabilities  were  an  additional 
$6,041,834.68.  Net  receipts  from  1861 
through  1865  were  $8,671,717.22, 
about  40%  from  taxes,  8%  from 
sale  of  bonds,  38  %  from  profits  of 
the  penitentiary  and  14%  from  inter¬ 
est  on  school  bonds,  sales  of  land 
and  other  sources.  So,  using  these  fig¬ 
ures,  Texas  sp^nt  approximately  $15,- 
964,750.00  during  the  four  war  years. 

Taxes  were  levied  to  meet  the 
swiftly  rising  costs,  including  a  prop¬ 
erty  tax,  poll  tax,  business  or  occup¬ 
ation  tax,  and  an  income  tax,  the 
latter  being  of  interest  perhaps.  An 
act  of  January  13,  1862,  imposed  a 
tax  of  25c  on  each  $100  of  salary 
over  $500,000.  The  tax  was  self  as¬ 
sessed  and  no  penalty  was  provided 
for  failure  to  file  a  return.  It  was  am¬ 
ended  the  next  year  and  produced 
slightly  more  than  $300,000  during 
the  war  years. 

We  must  review  the  procedures  of 
funding  the  incurred  indebtednesses 
of  Texas  to  understand  the  need  for 
and  use  of  Treasury  Warrants. 

Creditors,  employees  and  others 
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with  claims  against  the  State  present¬ 
ed  them  to  the  Treasury  Department. 
After  audit  and  approval,  a  Treasury 
Warrant  was  issued  to  the  creditor. 
The  warrant  was  accepted  as  a  med¬ 
ium  of  exchange  by  the  merchants  and 
factors,  etc.  Eventual's',  some  of  these 
were  funded  in  8  %  bonds,  the  vast 
majority,  however,  since  there  was  no 
gold  or  silver  in  the  Treasury,  were 
either  paid  in  Confederate  currency 
or  continued  as  part  of  the  floating 
debt. 

The  public  debt  on  October  30, 
1865,  was  as  follows:

With  thfe  background  information 
we  c  m  now  look  at  the  actual  Treas¬ 
ury  warrants  issued.  The  ’’limber  of 
warrants  or  bonds  issued  during  the 
war  years  is  not  known.  Records  were 
kept  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  now 
difficult  to  ascertain  the  exact 
amounts.  We  have  no  records  of  the 
femes  of  each  type  of  warrants,  whv 
or  when  one  type  was  discontinued 
and  a  new  type  started.  Dates  shown 
are  approximate  and  are  based  on 
observations  and  records  kept  over  the 
past  15  years.  The  first  warrants 
were  issued  in  June  1861  and 
were  endorsed  on  the  reverse  by  the 
Governor;  examples  are  known  with 
the  endorsement  of  Sam  Houston  and 
Edward  Clark,  his  immediate  suc¬ 
cessor  when  “Ole  Sam”  was  remov¬ 
ed  for  not  supporting  the  Southern

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cause. 

The  first  formal  warrants  were 
typeset  on  white,  port. us  paper.  They 
are  seldom  found  in  nice  condition 
except  the  $5.00.  Denominations  is¬ 
sued  were  $1-5-10-20-50-100,  and 
one  with  the  amount  to  he  filled  in. 
They  were  issued  from  about  Janu¬ 
ary  13,  1862  to  March  3.  1862.  Sev¬ 
eral  varieties’  of  each  denomination 
are  found.  (Illustration  No.  1). 

The  orange  type  warrants  were  en¬ 


graved  on  better  quality  paper  and 
w'tli  designs,  in  denominations  of 
$1-2.50-5-10-50-100,  and  one  with 
the  amount  filled  in.  These  were  is¬ 
sued  between  March  12.  with  the 
amount  to  be  filled  in.  These  were 
issued  between  March  12,  1862  and 
November  1.  1862  with  one  $2.50 
warrant  known  which  is  dated  in 
1864.  (Illustration  No.  2). 

The  green  type  warrants  were  still

BIRDS  ON  COINS  -  Part  III 
(Eagles  of  Europe-  Asia) 


Searching  out  the  eagles  on  world 
coins,  let's  travel  first  to  the  Near 
East  to  take  a  look  at  those  used  by 
Egypt.  The  Ptolemaic  kings  of  Egypt 
(323  to  30  B.  C.)  used  him  in  the 
designs  of  most  of  their  coins.  The 
silver  5,  10  and  20  piastres  1955- 
59  and  commemorative  issues  of  sil¬ 
ver  and  gold  feature  dramatic  wings 
on  reverse.  When  Egypt  and  Syria 
joined  together  to  form  the  United 
Arab  Republic  in  1958  a  <stvlized 
eagle  Was  used  on  obverse  of  10 
piastres  silver  and  their  current  minor 
coins  which  were  first  issued  in  1900. 
Syria,  prior  to  the  union  had  used 
a  stylized  eagle  with  slightly  fuller 
wings  on  the  2'/2  piastres  1948-56 
and  the  gold  issue  of  1950.  Declar¬ 
ing  independence  in  1961,  Syria  re¬ 
verted  to  this  fuller  stylized  eagle 
on  minor  coins  beginning  in  1962. 
These  coins  have  posed  a  real  prob¬ 
lem  to  new  collectors,  as  they  do  not 
have  a  word  of  English  on  them, 
but  studying  the  eagles,  they  are 
easily  distinguishable.  A  similar  sty¬ 
lized  eagle  appears  on  Far  East— The 
Republic  of  Indonesia  1951-1958 
minor  coinage  obverse. 

The  continent  of  Africa  suggests 
we  form  a  safari  to  search  for  the 
eagles  to  he  found  on  coins.  They 
are  far  from  prolific— an  eagle  above 
the  arms  on  the  1892  South  Africa 
crown,  an  eagle  above  the  arms  on 
the  1964  Malawi  half  crown.  It  is 
probably  the  Sea  Eagle,  as  this  bird 
was  featured  on  Rhodesia  and  Ny-

asaland  2  shillings  and  half  crown 
in  1955. 

The  Philippines,  under  the  sover¬ 
eignity  of  the  United  States  had  a 
beautiful  eagle  perched  on  shield  on 
reverse  of  all  their  coins  (1903-1935.) 
When  they  established  a  common¬ 
wealth  in  1935  the  design  was 
changed,  but  it  was  still  a  beautiful 
design  with  the  eagle  above  shield. 
As  a  republic  (1947)  they  issued  the 
MacArthur  silver  commemoratives, 
with  a  small  eagle  within  the  shield 
on  reverse.  This  reverse  design  was 
used  with  slight  change  on  their  coins 
to  date. 

Brazil  used  a  dramatic  eagle  wing 
on  the  5.000  reis  silver  coin  in  1936. 
Chile,  Colombia  and  Ecuador  fea¬ 
ture  the  condor  on  their  coins  and 
some  numismatists  mistakenly  attri¬ 
bute  these  birds  as  eagles.  Actually 
the  condor  is  a  vulture.  Panama’s 
coins  feature  the  eagle  sitting  atop 
their  shield  on  the  reverse,  1907  to 
date. 

The  Mexican  coat  of  arms,  taken 
directly  from  the  legend,  “When  you 
will  find  an  eagle,  sitting  on  a  cac¬ 
tus,  on  a  stone  in  water,  tearing  with 
his  heak  and  fangs  a  snake  asunder, 
there  von  shall  settle.”  The  Morelos 
coinage  issued  1811-14  used  this  em¬ 
blem  first,  with  the  eagle  having  a 
crest  or  crown  on  his  head.  Emperor 
Augustin  Iturbide  issued  8,  2,  1  and 
'/,  reals  with  the  Mexican  eagle  with 
crest  on  reverse  1822-23.  The  Repub¬ 
lic  of  Mexico  1824-1905  used  the 
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Mexican  eagle  symbol  without  the 
crest  on  reverse  of  its  coins.  The  Max¬ 
imilian  coins  of  1,  5,  10  and  50  cent 
denomination  used  the  crested  Mexi¬ 
can  emblem,  his  peso  used  the  em¬ 
blem  on  the  obverse  and  there  are 
a  number  of  types-upright,  hooked 
neck  and  modern  book  neck  eagles. 
The  Mexican  species  of  Eagle  is  the 
Harpia.  which  the  Aztecs  called 
“winged  wolf”— a  tribute  to  the  hunt¬ 
ing  ability  of  this  eagle. 

Around  the  world,  we  saved  the 
best  to  last— the  eagles  on  coins  of 
our  country.  Did  you  know,  for  in¬ 
stance.  that  the  early  designs  for  a 
national  emblem  submitted  to  the 
Continenal  Congress  in  1766,  1780 
and  again  in  1782  had  a  crested  eagle 
as  the  central  figure,  similar  to  those 
used  in  the  old  country  as  a  symbol 
of  sovereignity.  These  early  designs 
failed  to  impress  congress  and 
Charles  Thompson,  its  secretary,  was 
'asked  to  consider  all  previous  propo¬ 
sals  and  make  his  own  recommen¬ 
dations.  It  was  Thompson  who  spe¬ 
cified  it  should  be  an  American  ea¬ 
gle.  He  placed  a  bundle  of  arrows 
in  the  right  talon  and  an  olive  branch 
in  the  left.  Above  the  eagle  a  con¬ 
stellation  of  13  stars  surrounded  by 
clouds  (representing  the  “glory  of 
God.")  A  shield  on  the  breast  bore  13 
red  and  white  chevrons;  in  the  beak 
a  scroll  “E  Pluribus  Unum.”  With 


slight  changes  by  William  Barton, 
who  had  submitted  one  of  the  designs 
considered,  it  was  adopted  by  con¬ 
gress  June  20,  1782.  Barton  speci¬ 
fied  that  the  right  talon  should  hold 
13  arrows.  He  changed  the  chevrons 
to  upright  position  and  placed  a  field 
of  blue  above.  Do  you  have  a  Ken¬ 
nedy  half  in  your  pocket?  Designed 
181  years  later  by  Frank  Gasparro, 
the  reverse  design  contains  all  those 
specified  by  the  Burton-Thompson 
team,  even  to  the  clouds  representing 
“The  Glory  of  God,”  something  I 
certainly  had  not  noticed  until  this 
study. 

The  adoption  of  the  bald  eagle  as 
America’s  symbol  has  conferred  upon 
this  majestic  bird  a  specified  mantle 
of  affection  and  meaning  in  the  lives 
of  the  American  people.  The  enacting 
clause  of  the  law  protecting  eagles 
in  the  U.  S.  takes  official  recognition 
of  this  unique  status:  “Whereas,  by 
the  Act  of  Congress  and  by  tradition 
and  custom  during  the  life  of  this  na¬ 
tion,  the  bald  eagle  is  no  longer  a 
mere  bird  of  biological  interest,  but 
a  symbol  of  the  American  ideals  of 
freedom.” 

The  bald  eagle  and  the  golden  ea¬ 
gle  are  both  natives  of  North  America 
and  are  sometimes  confused,  espe¬ 
cially  during  their  early  plumage.  An 
easy  way  to  tell  the  difference  is  by 
the  feathering  of  the  legs.  On  the

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bald  eagle  the  lower  third  or  more  of 
the  shank  is  naked,  while  the  lower 
part  of  the  golden  eagle  is  complete¬ 
ly  covered  by  fine,  closely  set  feath¬ 
ers.  The  golden  eagle  was  venerated 
by  all  of  the  Indians  north  of  the 
Rio  Grande.  His  feathers  composed 
the  war  flags,  war  bonnets;  his  im¬ 
age.  carved  in  wood  or  his  stuffed 
skin  decorated  their  council  lodges. 
Some  tribes  regarded  him  a  diety. 
None  but  an  approved  warrior  dared 
wear  his  feathers.  Some  tribes  em¬ 
ployed  four  of  his  feathers  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  four  winds  when  invoking  the 
rain  god.  Unfortunately,  they  did  not 
issue  coins. 

The  bald  eagle  ranges  from  Sou¬ 
thern  Florida  to  Alaska,  the  range 
alone  qualifying  him  as  a  fitting  na¬ 
tional  symbol.  As  the  symbol  of  Am¬ 
erican  democracy  and  through  the 
reproduction  of  his  image  on  billions 
of  coins  and  one  dollar  bills,  the  like¬ 
ness  of  the  bald  eagle  has  been  spread 
to  the  most  remote  areas  of  the 
world,  undoubtedly  to  a  greater  ex¬ 
tent  than  any  other  living  creature. 
Despite  the  popularity  of  the  eagle 
as  a  symbolic  design  on  everything 
from  butter  molds  to  ornamental  em¬ 
bellishments  on  buildings  and  flag 
poles,  the  average  American  has  nev¬ 
er  and  will  probably  never  see  a  bald 
eagle  in  the  wild.  A  victim  of  prog¬ 
ress.  his  habitat  has  been  polluted  and 
reduced  by  those  who  care  more  for 
eagles  on  dollars  than  eagles  on  the 
wing. 

Did  you  know  that  Benjamin 
Franklin  did  not  approve  of  the  eagle 
but  preferred  instead  the  turkey  gob¬ 
bler.  saying  that  while  the  turkey  was 
a  little  "vain  and  silly”  it  was  a  bird 
of  courage— an  attribute  he  did  not 
confer  on  the  eagle.  Many  naturalists 
have  taken  issue  with  his  criticism  of 
the  eagle,  contending  that  the  eagle, 


possessing  a  large  hooked  beak,  pow¬ 
erful  talons  and  keen  vision  is  the  no¬ 
blest  and  most  courageous  of  all  birds. 

The  coinage  act  of  1792  authorized 
the  minting  of  the  gold  eagle,  half 
eagle  and  other  denominations  from 
copper  half  cent  to  the  silver  dollar. 
The  name  eagle  was  given  to  the  gold 
coins.  The  act  specified  that  a  repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  eagle  should  appear 
on  the  reverse  of  all  gold  and  silver 
coins.  There  have  been  a  few  modi¬ 
fications  of  this  status  and  at  the 
present  time  a  representaion  of  an 
eagle  must  appear  on  the  reverse  ot 
all  coins  higher  than  the  dime  denom¬ 
ination.  Commemorative  coins  are 
exempt  from  this  provision  of  law, 
but  the  eagle  appears  on  ten  of  the 
commemorative  halves.  Since  1794, 
when  the  first  silver  coins  were  mint¬ 
ed,  there  have  been  21  different  rep¬ 
resentations  of  the  eagle  on  coins. 

Aren’t  you  thankful  for  the  won¬ 
derful  variety  of  eagles  on  our  coins?

better  appearing  notes  and  on  better 
paper,  those  in  the  $1  to  $20  denom¬ 
inations  bearing  a  green  overprint. 
These  rvere  issued  in  $1-3-5-10-20 
50-100,  and  again  one  with  the 
'amount  to  be  filled  in.  These  were 
issued  from  November  11,  1862  to 
one  on  May  11.  1865,  two  days  be¬ 
fore  tbe  last  battle  of  the  war  which 
occured  near  Brownsville  (the  Tex¬ 
ans  won).  General  Lee  and  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  Confederate  Army  had 
capitulated  on  April  9,  1865,  but 
Texas  was  the  last  to  bow.  (Illus¬ 
tration  3.)  The  large  oversize  War¬ 
rants  (CB  47  and  others)  seem  to 
have  been  issued  from  1861  up 
through  1863.  Their  exact  use  and 
purpose  different  from  the  other  war¬ 
rants  is  not  known.

DALLAS  COUPLE 
BEATEN,  ROBBED 

R.  J.  Campbell  of  Dallas  and  his 
sister,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Reid  of  Oak 
Cliff  were  slightly  wounded  in  a 
January  robbery  at  the  Campbell 
home.  A  large  amount  of  old  coins 
and  currency  was  stolen  when  four 
bandits  entered,  pulled  guns  and  be¬ 
gan  removing  the  collecion. 

Mrs.  Reid  cut  short  the  robbery  at¬ 
tempt  after  freeing  her  bound  bands 
and  opening  fire  with  an  automatic 
pistol.  She  had  entered  a  back  door  of 
her  brother’s  home;  the  bandits  then 
bound  her  and  Campbell  with  ad¬ 
hesive  tape. 

While  three  of  the  men  were 
loading  the  loot  in  their  car,  Mrs. 
Reid  worked  a  hand  loose,  pulled  a 
pistol  from  an  apron  pocket  and 
opened  fire.  Police  said  one  of  the 
men  fell  across  her  body,  but  she  con¬ 
tinued  shooting.  The  other  three  hur¬ 
ried  hack  inside  and  carried  out  their 
limping  comrade,  and  all  escaped. 

Police  also  said  the  bandits  may 
have  returned  fire  as  Campbell  was 
slightly  hurt  from  a  gunshot  wound; 
and  his  sister  was  kicked  in  the  face. 
Mrs.  Reid  said  she  had  begun  carry¬ 
ing  two  pistols  with  her  recently  for 
protection.

EARLY  AMERICAN 

Although  early  American  money 
was  very  crude  in  most  cases,  many 
series  of  the  early  days  are  extremely 
interesting  and  provide  thought  as  to 
the  extent  the  colonists  experimented 
creating  a  monetary  system. 

With  possible  exception  of  a  few 
English  coins  brought  by  the  Pilgrims 
to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  1620,  also  in 
Virginia  in  1607  and  the  Spanish 
pieces  of  eight  which  found  their  way 
to  America  by  Spanish  traders,  to¬ 
bacco  was  the  medium  of  exchange. 
The  prices  of  all  necessities  were 
quoted  in  terms  of  tobacco,  and  it 
being  a  highly  speculative  crop,  caus¬ 
ed  many  sudden  fluctuations  in  the 
monetary  system,  affecting  the  price 
of  articles  bought  and  sold.

TREASURY  SEAL 

The  Seal  of  the  Treasury,  imprint¬ 
ed  upon  the  face  of  money  and  offi¬ 
cial  Treasury  documents,  is  older 
than  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

The  seal  was  designed  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  appointed 
in  1778  and  composed  of  John  With¬ 
erspoon,  Governor  Morris  and  Rich¬ 
ard  Henry  Lee.  The  date  of  the  Seal's 
adoption  is  not  known,  hut  it  is  af¬ 
fixed  to  documents  issued  in  1782. 
The  design  includes  a  shield  on  which 
appears  the  scales  of  justice;  a  key, 
the  emblem  of  official  authority;  and 
13  stars  for  the  original  States.  A  La¬ 
tin  legend  circularly  enclosing  the 
shield  reads  “Thesaur.  Amer.  Septent. 
Sigih,”  an  abbreviation  of  “Thesauri 
Americae  Septentrionalis  Sigillum, 
meaning  "The  Seal  of  the  Treasury 
of  North  America.”

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MINT  MARKS 
RESTORED 

The  1968  United  States  coins  will 
cariy  mint  marks  for  the  first  time 
since  1964.  according  to  a  news  re¬ 
lease  issued  by  Miss  Eva  Adams,  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Mint. 

All  mint  marks  will  appear  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coins  to  achieve  uni¬ 
formity.  The  identifying  mark  on  the 
cent,  nickel,  dime  and  quarter  will 
be  to  the  right  of  the  portraits,  while 
on  the  half  dollar  it  will  appear  in 
the  center  under  the  portrait  of  the 
late  President  Kennedy. 

The  1968  coins  will  enter  circula¬ 
tion  through  normal  channels— the 
mints  making  distribution  directly  to 
the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  and  their 
branches. 


MUSEUM  RELEASES 
LINDGERGH  MEDAL 

The  San  Diego,  Calif.  Aerospace 
Museum  has  released  a  specially 
struck  silver  medal  showing  Charles 
A.  Lindbergh’s  “Spirit  of  St.  Louis.” 

The  medal,  the  size  of  the  U.  S. 
silver  dollar,  was  issued  to  assist  the 
Aerospace  Museum  in  raising  funds 
to  properly  house  and  exhibit  a  rep¬ 
lica  of  the  famous  airplane,  the  ori¬ 
ginal  of  which  Ryan  Airlines,  Inc., 
built  in  1927  and  is  now  on  exhibit 
at  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  Wash., 
D.  C.

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FIRST  MINT 

The  first  mint  in  America  was  au¬ 
thorized  by  “The  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  in  1651"  and  opera¬ 
tion  was  started  the  following  year, 
therefore  the  first  coin  to  appear,  or¬ 
iginating  in  the  Colonies,  was  the  New 
England  shilling.  This  denomination 
was  followed  by  the  sixpence  and 


threepence.  These  coins  were  truly 
primitive  in  design,  the  obverse  or 
face  having  only  the  letters  “N  E” 
and  the  denomination  in  Roman 
numerals  on  the  reverse.  These  coins 
were  made  of  silver  and  usually  were 
struck  far  off  center.  The  mint  was 
situated  in  a  very  small  building  on 
the  outskirts  of  Boston  and  the  first 
mint  master  was  one  John  Hull.
